I don’t like spring cleaning; I 
never have. I think the main reason 
is that it keeps me from my playtime, 
from the things I ‘llike to do.’ It’s 
done it ever since I was a kid. 

Daddy’d let us ‘knock off 
grubbing in the new ground about 
noon on Saturdays. I'd race in home 
with a new spurt of energy, my mind 
set on building up the pine straw 
walls of my pasture playhouse. But 
Mama’d have other plans; the 
kitchen floor needed its Spring 
cleaning bad. 

Now in those days the whiter you 
kept your kitchen floor the higher 
you were esteemed in the community 
as a good housekeeper. Mama 
wasn’t about to let her position 
suffer. First we kids were sent to the 
barn tostuffthe holes in the old mop 
with new corn shucks. Then we’d 
sprinkle snowy white sand around 
the kitchen floor (and when Mama 
wasn’t looking Bill’d sling some in 
my eyes). 

The scalding water left in the 
washpot from Mama’s morning wash 
was next brought in and sloshed 
around, Notwithstanding the contri- 
butions made by the sand, the hot 
water, and the lye soap... our 
elbow grease was the most important 
part of the job. Mama’d keep us 
there for an eternity -- bending, 
rubbing, scrubbing (and sneaking in 
a little skating with bare feet across 
the soap-slicked floor, in defiance of 
the giant splinters lurking there). 
Our really lucky break was the wide 
cracks between the boards; the 
gallons of water we drew to rinse the 
sand away was able to drain right 
through the floor. 

I could just never seem to get my 
fill of play. Why, when Bill and [ 
were still young enough to ‘turn fruit 
jars into cars and trucks’ we were 
called from fun to clean the house. 
On rainy days just as we’d crawled 
under the tall-pillowed house and 
gotten our  Mason-Ball-caravan

moving well along their dus:y trails 
-- well, about that time Mama’d call 
us in to dust (ue furniture. 

We had to put some stinky 
kerosene on an old rag and chase the 
dust from every little rung on the 
Straight chairs with the sagging cane 
bottoms. And we'd have to carefully 
polish up Mom’s prize, the Singer 
sewing machine that sat summers 
in the hall. 

‘Sunning the beds’ at Mama’s 
house meant every living soul arose 
at dawn, picked up their bed and 
walked. We walked... lugged and 
carried .. . every single mattress we 
owned outside and laid them all 
around. We laid them on sawhorses 
with boards, on slabs laid across big 
backsticks (that had been stood 


upright for the honor), and 
sometimes -- when these were 
exhausted -- we laid them atop 
stubby bushes which grew at yard’s 
edge. 

Once the mattresses were 


soaking up the sun, we brought the 
bedsprings which, in those days, 
showed their metal to the world. 
These were leaned against the house 
to be briskly swept, then aired the 
whole day long. 

With the beds all removed we 
then took curtains from the windows 
and vigorously swept down all the 
walls. (The curtains were just laid 
aside a week. Their washing, 


Starching and smoothing up with flat. 


irons could well take all abody’s 
day.) 

Those sunning-the-bed days 
would come close to edging out all 
playtime under the best of 
circumstances. But one year some- 
thing happened to turn it from a job 
intoa nightmare... and yet it was a 
blessing that the terrible event came 
on a Springtime Saturday instead of 
a winter Wednesday. 

Mama started groaning under 
her breath, fearful, as soon as I woke 
her in the wee hours of the morning, 
saying something was biting me bad. 
She lit the lamp on the dresser, 


floppeu iny mattress backwards, and 
Started prying around the crinkled 
edges where the ticking was 
stitched. Grasping a tiny bug 
between her fingers she said, ‘Oh, 
no, just what I was afraid of... 
chinches."’ My puzzled look was 
answered in a low sort of voice, more 
like shame than fear she'd awaken 
others. 

At breakfast that morning, where 
I realized there’d be no playing 
house that Saturday, Mama told us 
not to say a word about the bugs at 
school, or to anyone for that matter. 
But then she went on, attempting to 
assure us it wasn’t a disgrace. She 
said having chinches on your bed 
was ‘‘like having the itch... not a 
disgrace to get, but a disgrace to 
keep.”’ And although she wasn’t one 
to speak ill of the neighbors usually . 

. she did figure we'd gotten the 
dreadful things from the folks that 
moved down the road a piece. The 
two kids who'd been up and spent 
the night a while back hadn't seemed 
too clean toher. . . they could have 
brought along the chinch eggs in 
their night clothes. 

Well, like I said it was a good 
thing that it was spring . . . and 
Saturday. That day went far beyond 
the bounds of an ordinary ‘sunning- 
the-beds’ day. We knocked and beat 
the mattresses something fierce... 
we covered every inch of every one, 
searching out their hiding nooks. It 
was your proverbial searching-for-a- 
needle-in-a-haystack search. 

We put paper underneath the 
metal springs and set it afire, 
running them out with heat. Then, 
for good measure, we doused the 
springs with boiling water which was 
Strong with Red Devil’s Lye. When 
all was inside that night we put a 
generous sprinkling of bean-beetle- 
dust between the springs and 
mattress of each bed. 

I guess our slaving did pay off -- 
that was the last we heard of the 
awful chinch bugs and their bites.

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It was the hand often camouflaged with dirt, mud or black grease; the one

Paul was not establishing, but was endorsing. The wearing of a veil, 
hat, or other head covering by a woman is not wrong, but it does not 
demonstrate submission in our society. It is meaningless from that 
standpoint. Paul's teaching here falls in.the same category as Rom. 
16:16, which admonishes, ‘*Salute one another with an holy kiss,’ The 
wearing of a veil, just as the giving of the holy kiss, or washing the feet 
of a guest, was a custom of the day, which is not bound upon Christians 
today.

Drownings Prompt Warnings To All Boaters 


Two small children drowned, and 
two fathers drowned attempting to 
Save them, within one month at one 
Alabama lake. The _ incidents 
occurred on successive Saturdays 
May 2 and 9 at Lake Guntersville, 


Marine Police officials of the 
Alabama Dept. of Conservation 
reported that in each unrelated case, 
a small child - not wearing a life 
preserver - fell from a boat, The 
fathers of both children attempted to 


rescue them, but both fathers and 
both children died of drowning, 

Marine Police Director William 
B. Garner has issued a warning plea 
to all parents of small children, ‘‘If 
small children are passengers in 
boats,’’ Garner said, ‘they should 
wear U.S. Goast Guard-approved 
personal flotation devices (PFDs) at 
all times.’’ Garner said children’s 
PFDs are available to fit children 
weighing less than 30 pounds and 30 
-50 pounds, ‘This type of PFD costs 
approximately $25 to $35,’’ said 
Garner, ‘‘Considering the possible 
alternative, they are well worth ghe 
price.”’ 

Garner added, ‘‘A small child's 
upper body is heavier than its lower 
body (opposite from adults) and 
conventional PFDs often don't 
suffice. Children’s PFDs should 
have large flotation collars to prevent 
the child from becoming inverted in 
the water,”’ 

Garner urges boaters with small 
children to learn from the recent 
Lake Guntersville tragedies.
